Membership in the Friends 
is $10 annually and sales from a small gift shop 
do provide some help.

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About raises 
and trash 


We hope the Sierra Madre City Council 
refuses to give Western Way, the trash 
pickup company for Sierra Madre, another 
raise this year — just another raise. They 
are asking for 4.5 percent more. We don’t 
feel they deserve it. 

We are also concerned about the pos¬ 
sibility of giving the recycling business to 
the trash pickup company since we already 
have a fine recycling center here in Sierra 
Madre. In fact, our recycling center is 17 
years old and was started by Sierra Madre 
Environmental Action Council. 

To remove the city recycling center 
(located in the city yards on E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd.) would deny local groups of about 
$10,000 each year. Twenty different groups 
profitted at about $500 each from taking 
care of the recycling center for IVt to 
three weeks during the past year. 

Youth groups such as Girl and Boy 
Scout troops, and civic groups, schools 
and organizations use this method of fat¬ 
tening their coffers each year. Some of 
these groups include Civic Club, Rose 
Float Association, Kiwanis Club, 
Maranatha School, to name just a few. 

These groups would be deprived of a 
way of making a little money as well as 
reducing trash in the town. It is a way of 
decreasing the amount of paper, aluminum 
and glass products that would be other¬ 
wise thrown in trash barrels all over town 
for disposition. 

Recycling newspaper conserves trees. 
Aluminum can easily be recycled as well 
as glass. 

Our recycling center provides a way 
for Sierra Madreans to keep in touch with 
cleaning up the environment as well as 
retaining the money from recycling these 
products in the community. 

Laurie Cooper, director of the center 
for nearly a decade, urges Sierra Madreans 
to let the City Council know how you feel 
about thise issues, voicing your opinion 
that you believe they should turn down a 
rate increase for trash collection as wel as 
retaining our local recycling center. Coun- 
cilmembers' addresses can be obtained 
from City Hall, 355-7135. ... 

Cooper is also a member of the Parks 
and Recreation Commission.

A piece that appeared in the Pasadena 
Area League of Women Voters newsletter 
included some very interesting facts about 
recycling. 

• A 3 V?-foot stack of newspapers can 
save one tree. 

• It takes 60 percent less water and 
creates 70 percent less pollution to make 
new paper from old than from timber. 

• Energy savings can range from 25 per¬ 
cent to 70 percent. 

• Much newspaper is recycled into build¬ 
ing insulation materials which requires less 
energy. 

• Recycling glass cuts mining wastes 
80 percent. 

• Recycling glass cuts water usage by 50 
percent. 

• Recycling glass cuts air pollution by 20 
percent. 

• Some bottles can be directly reused. 

• When aluminum is made from recycled 
cans instead of new materials, it only takes 
1/20th of the energy. 

• The same is true of tin cans (actually 
tin-plated steel).

Rising home prices and 
a slight increase in 
mortgage interest rates 
caused housing afforda¬ 
bility to fall to the low¬ 
est level in more than 
two years during May, 
the California Association 
of REALTORS (C.A.R.) 
reported. 

According to the 
Association’s May 
Housing Affordability. 
Index, only 28 percent of 
California households 
could afford to pur¬ 
chase an existing, single¬ 
family detached home, 
which sold at a medium 
price of $ 160,073. 

The Index represents 
the percentage of house¬ 
holds with the annual 
income needed to qual¬ 
ify for a 30-year 
mortgage loan on the 
median-priced home at 


prevailing interest rates. 
(The association 
assumes that households 
can make a 20 percent 
downpayment and spend 
30 percent of monthly 
income on housing pay¬ 
ments.) The May Index 
declined from 29 
percent in April, when 
the median sales price 
was $157,033. A year 
ago, when the median 
price was $141,140, 32 
percent of the state’s 
households could afford 
to purchase a home at 
that price. 

The last time the 
Affordability Index fell 
below 28 percent was 
in December 1985, when 
only 27 percent of 
households could afford 
to purchase the 
median-priced home, 
which cost $123,913. 


C.A.R. President 
Dale Colby said the cur¬ 
rent low level of afford¬ 
ability is tied to rapid¬ 
ly increasing home 
prices, as opposed to 
higher interest rates that 
created affordability 
problems for buyers 
at the end of 1985. 

"Double-digit home 
price appreication rates 
in the state’s major 
regions are at the root 
of the current afforda¬ 
bility crisis,” said 
Colby, a realtor from 
Glendora. “Despite a 
nearly two point decrease 
in average mortgage 
rates since December 
1985, affordability has 
plunged due to a short¬ 
age of homes on the 
market that has 
caused home prices to 
soar.
